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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 2-9, drawn to a method of determining susceptibility to COPD using 
nucleic acid analysis. 

Group II, claim(s) 10, drawn to a method of determining susceptibility to COPD using 
protein analysis. 

Group III, claim(s) 11-17, drawn to a method of determining the efficacy of a substrate 
to inhibit the 279Arg MMP-9 enzyme. 

Group IV, claim(s) 1 8-1 9, drawn to a method for treating a patient with COPD with a 
MMP-9 inhibitor. It is noted that Claim 19 depends on Claim 22 which is not pending. 

2. Claim 1 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement *** the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim ***. Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise
